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The Board of Education has never had : 
committee which excited so much interest 
as its special Committee on Retrenchment of 
which is expected to make its re- 
port at the next meeting of the board, 
One reason of this interest is the secrecy 
which the committee has practiced in its de- 
liberations. It has always met in the night 
and sat behind barred doors, and its mem- 
bers are apparently’ sworn to. absolute 
secrecy concerning its proceedings. The an- 
nouncement it will be ready to report next 
week has caused no end of specylation, and 
in some quarters some anxiety, concerning 
the forthcoming recommendations. 
This committee originated Oct. 9, when 
on the motion of the President the board 


adopted the following resolutions: 

“Resolved, That a special committeee of five 
be appointed, in such manner as the board 
may direct, whose duty it shall be to ascer- 
tain and report as to whether or not the 
expenses of the board can be materially re- 
duced without detriment to the public inter- 
ests committed to its charge, and that said 
committee be especially directed to investi- 
gate and report as to the possibility of re- 
ducing expenses in the several departments; 
and be it further 

“Resolved, That said committee be directed 
to report at the next meeting of the board 
after their appointment, or as soon there- 
after as possible, and to make such recom- 
mendation to the board as said committee 
may deem proper, with a view to curtailing 
the expenses of the board without injury to 
the public service.”’ 

The Chair appointed on this committee 
Mr. Halle, Mr. Errant, Mr. Cusack, Mr. 
Schneider, and Mr. Kohtz. Ever since the 
committee was appointed it has exhibited 
much industry. Its sessions are uncommon- 
ly numerous, and when it is not meeting its 
members are generally prowling around the 
offices asking all sorts of searching ques- 
tions concerning everybody and everything. 


as 8 Offices May Be Dropped. 

It is expected the committee will recom- 
mend the office of Supervisor of the Deaf- 
Mute Schools, recently vacated by Mr. Ham- 
mond, will be abolished and its duties put 
on the Assistant Superintendent.

These are all the opportunities of retrench- 
ment that can be thought of by the officers 
and employés at the rooms unless the com- 
mittee should advocate reforms only remote- 
ly, if at all, related to retrenchment. It is 
suspected by some the question of free text- 
books will be raised on the score they can 
be bought so much cheaper by the board at 

wholesale than by the pupils at retail. 

Then it is feared the committee has been 
studying the Cleveland method of school 
government and may attempt, not to intro- 
duce it in Chicago, which would require an 
act of the Legislature, but to assimilate the 
Chicago method to it as much as possible 
under the present law. 

In the Cleveland system the Superintendent 
of Schools appoints the teachers, fixes their 
pay, and selects the text-books almost auto- 
cratically. In like manner an officer called 
the director is supreme in building and busi- 
ness matters. There is a Board of Educa- 
tion, but its powers are limited and sub- 
ordinate. 

The system works well in Cleveland, but 
no one dreams it is adapted as a whole to a 
city the size of Chicago. It is only thought

The old system provided for six mail de- 
liveries daily in the business center, the first 
at 7 o’clock in the morring, the last at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. The new system 
provides for seven deliveries, at.7 a. m., 8:15 
@. m., 9:30 a. m., 10:45 a. m., 12:30 p. m., 2:15 
Dp. m., and 4:30 p. m. 

Franklin MacVeagh expressed great sur- 
prise when he heard of the petition, and 
said last night: 

‘This is the first notice I have had about 
it, and I do not understand it. If the firm 
name is signed I suppose some one having 
the right to do so put it there, I cannot see 
what possible objection there can be to more 
frequent mail deliveries. I should think it 
would be a good thing.” 

A. A. Spragte of Sprague, Warner & Co. 
said: 

“Our name signed to such a petition, is it? 
It is the first I have heard ofit. It seems to 
me the oftener we can get our mail the better 
it would be. I shall investigate the matter 
the first thing in the morning.” 

8. T. Armbruster, Secretary of the firm of 
Burley & Tyrrell, said: 

“Yes. I know all about that petition. It 
was brought to me by some one from Hib- 
bard, Spencer & Bartlett, I don’t know his 
name. He is not a member of the firm, but 
probably, just as in my case, he opens all the 
mail. The case is this: Under this new sys- 
tem letters keep coming,.in all day, and we 
don’t have a minute for anything else. We 
could get along very well without that extra’ 
9:30 morning delivery, and want the 4:30 
delivery put back to 4o‘clock. 

“Under this,new system the letters that 
usually get in in the early morning mall 
arrive at 5:15 or 5:30. Of course, we could 
put them away in the safe until next morn: 
ing, but when you get letters you have to 
open them, and just when we are getting 
ready to go away in come these letters. 
That is why we object. It keeps us from 
getting away and, during the day keeps us 
hustling to keep up. : 

“Another thing, if express orders come in 
that late mail and any delay occurs or 
country correspondent wants to know when 
we got his letter. If we tell him such a day. 
then he blames us, whereas under the old 
system his letter would not have come until 
a day later and we had that much leeway.”’ 

Postmaster Hesing was amused at the 
whole thing, and said he proposed to stick 
to the new system. He explained why the 
4:30. delivery was to be considered most im- 
portant.
